timent here in favor of the immediate adop- 
tion of an amendment to the Porto Rican 
government act on the ground that the people 
there have demonstrated their inability to 
govern themselves according to real Amert- 


ean standards. 

No one here objects to constant disturbance 
in the legislative assembly over miscella- 
neous laws. It was only to be expected, be- 
eause the people are unaccustomed to a rep- 
resentative form of government and also be- 
cause the American governor, Regis H. Post, 
formerly a neighbor of President Roosevelt 
on Long island, is responsible for a good deal 
of the trouble down there. 

When the house of delegates used the an- 
nual appropriation bills as a club with which 
to blackmail the personal representatives of 
the president into agreeing to extravagant 
and unwise legislation it began to be felt here 
that the experiment of unlimited home rule 
for Porto Rico had been a dowhright failure. 


Revolt Would Be Quickly Put Down. 

Now that Mr. Larrinaga, who officially rep- 
resents the island government, has expressed 
his opinion that if congress takes the,action 
recommended, by the president ine will 
be an immediate revolution, it is almost cer- 
tain President Taft will be backed up, and 
if the Porto Ricans want a revolution and 
want to see how Americans can suppress 
one they will be wiser a few months hence 
than they are now. 

That a revolution not only is possible but 
even probable-inthe event that the presi- 
dent’s views are accepted by congress is 
readily admitted here by officials and others 
who are familiar with : @ situation in Porto 
Rico. That congress or President Taft would 
for an instant be influenced by a threat of 
armed rebellion is not to be believed.

IS FOUND QUILTY.|+ 


Jury Returns Verdict of Man- 
slaughter in First Degree 
After Long Hearing 
at Flushing. 


Annis Said to Have Deserved 
Fate, but Unwritten Law 
Fails to Clear the Ac- 
cused (Officer.

Flushing, N. Y., May 11—Capt: Peter C. 
Hains Jr., U. 8. A., tonight faces a prison 
term of from one to twenty years. Despite 
all the testimony submitted by the defense 
as tending to show insanity, he was convicted 
late today of manslaughter in the first degree 
for killing William E. Annis at the Bayside 
Yacht club last August. 

Quickly following the young army officer’s 
conviction, his counsel announced that they 
would produce affidavits to show that the 
jury hed not been properly guarded during 
the trial and upon this allegation will urge 
that a newtrial be granted. These affidavits 
will be submitted on Monday, the time set 
for passing sentence and for any motions that 


There will, of course, be the usual motions 
to set aside the verdict as against the weight 
of evidence and contrary to law, but the un- 
guarded jury feature is the only departure 
from the stereotyped looking to a new trial. 


Defense’s View of Verdict. 

Daniel O'Reilly of counsel for the defense 
said: 

“There was no evidence in this case to 
warrant a verdict of manslaughter. Itshould 
either have béen murder in the first degree 
or acquittal on the ground of insanity. The 
jurors were permitted to roam about the 
county in an automobile and go right to 
the verge of the scene of the homicide, which 
is clearly against the law. We will have 
affidavits to prove that such is the case and 
also that the jurors were permitted to leave 
the jurisdiction of the county and have been 
on government property at Fort Totten, all 
of which will be urged as a ground for set- 
ting aside the verdict,”’ 

The conviction of the young army officer 
after the jury had been out less than three 
hours came as a general surprise. It had 
been expected that the jurors would delib- 
erate much longer and that a verdict of ac- 
quittal on the ground of insanity or a dis- 
agreement would result. 

No one was more surprised than District 
Attorney Dewitt, who had said all he could 
hope for was @ disagreement. 


Hains Hears Fate Calmly.

Fault Lies with Gov. Post. 


Much of the blame for this calamity un- 
Questionably lies at the door of Gov. Post. 
He is to be recalled in any event, and his 
place already has been offered to former 
Representative “Jim ”’ Watson of Indiana, 
who has the proposition under advisement. 

Goy. Post’s mistake was that he introduced 
himself the system of bargaining for legisla- 
tion, agreeing to the passage of a bad law in 
consideration of support for a good one. To 
this extent he is responsible for the present 
frame of mind of the radical Porto Ricans. 
If the governor had been better acquainted 
With the Spanish-American character he 
Would have been firmer in the first place and 
would have let them understand that the 
€xecutive council in no case would agree to 
bad laws or to the appropriation of money 
for improper purposes. 

Unfortunately the governor, who had had 
ho experience in public life until he went 
there as secretary, deemed it necessary to

In striking contrast to the demeanor of 
the prisoner was the grief of his aged father, 
Gen. Peter C. Hains, and his brother, Maj. 
John Power Hains. For a moment they sat 
as if dazed, then broke down and wept. The 
captain's aged mother, who was such a pitiful 
figure in court during the trial, was not in 
court, having returned to New York early in 
the afternoon. This precaution was taken 
both because of the uncertainty of the dura- 
tion of the jury's deliberations and to shield 
her from the shock. -Gen. Hains, however. 
quickly communicated the verdict to her 
over the telephone. 


Verdict Is a Compromise. 

After the jury was discharged Juror Will- 
iam Craft said four ballots were taken. On 
the first three ballots six voted for murder 
in the first degree and six for acquittal on 
the ground of insanity. On the fourth bal- 
lot the compromise of manslaughter in the 
first degree was reached. 

Little consideration was given to the ex- 
pert testimony, Juror Craft said. They be- 
lieved, he continued, that Mrs. Claudia 
Hains, the defendant's wife, had made con- 
fession to her husband of improper rela- 
tions with Annis and that Annis deserved 
his fate, but none of them would consider 
the unwritten law, and therefore the man- 
slaughter verdict resulted. 

Mrs. Annis was not in court today. She 
was in court yesterday during the summing 
up for the defense, but at no time was called 
as a witness. 


History of the Tragedy. 

William E. Annis was shot and killed last 
August by Capt. Peter C. Hains Jr. at the 
Bayside Yacht club on Long island. Capt. 
Hains was accompanied by his brother, T. 
Jenkins Hains, who was tried for partici- 
pating in the crime, but was acquitted. 

Capt. Hains, it was seid, had received let- 
ters from his wife, Mrs. Claudia Hains, show- 
ing relations with Annis which enraged him. 
It was asserted that Mrs. Hains had madea 
confession in which she told of her friendship 
for Annis. Capt. Hains shot Annis as the 
victim was returning from a yachting trip. 

After the arrest of the brothers Capt. Hains 
began to develop signs of mental unrest, and 
during the trial his counsel and alienists who 
testified for him endeavored to convince the 
jury that the army Officer was a victim of 
impulsive insanity,” 

Capt. Hains’ father, Gen. Peter Hains, his 
mother and several witnesses testified at the 
trial of many acts of the prisoner which they 
said were irrational. Army officers testified 


for and against him.

UNABLE TO PAY JUDGMENT. 


Like Mrs. Kershaw, Fritz Rickel Has 
Quarrel with Tenant. 


A touching drama is being enacted in a 
basement home at 877 Clybourn avenue, 
where Mr. and Mrs. Fritz Rickel, an aged 
German couple, patiently await service ofa 
summons that will land them in jail for debt. 

The couple—each of whom is 64 years old— 
are broken in health, and although the hus- 
band argues that both cannot be compelled 
to serve sentence at the same time, his loyal 
wife declares he is no more responsible than 
she, and that he shal! not be imprisoned with- 
out her. The only favor either will ask of 
the deputy bailiff, whom they expect this 
morning, is time enough to ‘ put on their 
Sunday clothes.” 

This couple—like Mrs. Otto J. Kershaw, 
who has occupied a debtor's cell since April 
3—are in trouble because of a difficulty with 
a neighbor ending in court litigation and a 
judgment. Mrs. Kershaw was owner of the 
premises occupied by Mrs. William H. Mc- 
CleHNand, and they disagreed because of 
trouble over the hot watersupply. The Rick- 
els had trouble with Mrs. Emma Runge, their 
tenant, because she insisted on handing the 
$9 monthly rent through a window, instead 
of permitting Fritz Rickel to enter her apart- 
ments, 


Nothing to Pay Judgments. 

However, before the trouble got under full 
headway, the Rickels conveyed the property 
to their children, and there was no realty to 
levy on when Mrs. Runge and her daughter, 
Martha Runge, sued. That is why Lee & Lee, 
attorneys for the Runges, made application 
to the Municipal court yesterday for body 
executions against the Rickels, after filing 
a creditors’ bill against them in the Circuit 
court. 

It was in June, 1908, the Rickels, say, when 
they conveyed their property to their chil- 
dren, and it was a month later when the Rick- 
els were alleged to have told a newspaper car- 
rier that Mrs. Runge owed them one month's 
rent. The newspaper cdrrier is alleged to 
have said the Runges were also delinquent 


to him. Mrs. Runge and her daughter over- . 
heard the remarks. Mrs. Runge recovered’ 


$486 against Mrs. Rickel for alleged slander, 
and Miss Runge recovered $450 against Mr. 
Rickel for alleged assault. 

Mrs. Rickel is emphatic in her declaration 
that she said nothing disparaging of Mrs. 
‘Runge, as alleged, and Mr. Rickel is as posi- 
tive that he did not lay hands upon the 
daughter, as charged. Therefore, they say, 
they will not permit their children to settle 
the judgments.

CUT IN BOARD SALARIES. 


Prisons and Reformatories Ex- 
empted from the Measure; 
House May Yet Save Bill. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill., May 11.—[{Special.}]—In the 
senate today the Philistines and members 
of the “B. Gardner Black Hand Associa- 
tion” fell upon the state board of charities 
bill for the reorganization of state institu- 
tions and mauled it. < 

The measure is still recognizable, but it 
is crippled and its chances of greater use- 
fulness now depend on the house of repre- 
sentatives. It was advanced to third reading 
in the senate as soon as the “ B. Gardner 
Black Hand Association” and allies op- 
posed to the new movement in the upper 
branch of the legislature had done all the f 
damage they wanted to do and all they 
could do. ; 

One of the changes made in the bill was to 
eliminate frgm its provisions the penal and 
reformatory ~ institutions, an elimination 
which destroys the proposed new method of 
commitment and the general itentiary 
scheme of Senator Manny. Another altera- 
tion was to reduce the salaries of the mem- 
bers of the board of control fromr $7,500 to 
$5,000. 
Other amendments adopted last week elim- 
inate the provision describing the qualifica- 
tions of the members of the state board of 
control, limit the terms of the members to 
four years instead of for life, and require 
the recognition of the party organizations 
to.a certain extent in the naming of mem- 


bers. 

Present Provisions of Bill. r 
As the bill now stands it provides for the 
appointment of a board of five members by 
the governor, no more than three to be mem- 
bers of the political party to which the gov- 
ernor himself belongs and to this board of 
control is given the administration of char- 
itable institutions. So far as they are con- 
| cerned the state will secure the advantage 
of an improved system of economy. All sup- 
plies for the charitable institutions will be 
purchased by contract by a board of joint 
estimate on competitive bidding open to all 
comers and it is certain thdt a large saving 
will result. <j 
From the benefits of this economical sys- 
tem of purchasing and from the benefits of 
the centralized method of operation, the two 
penitentiaries and the reformatory at Pon- 
tlac have escaped. They also have escaped 
from the civil service law and their boards 
of trustees retain their official lives er will 
unless the house refuses to agree to the sen- 
ate amendments and returns the bill to its 
original form.

Employers Forbidden to Ob- 
tain Freedom from Dam- 
ages by Relief Funds. 


Measures to Make ‘the Prosecu- 
tions Easier Receive Fa- 
vorable Action. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill, May 11.—[Special. }—Repre- 
sentaive King was successful today in secur- 
ing the passing of his employers’ lability bill 
in the house. Practically the same bill was 
pagsed two years ago in the house, but died 
in the senate. It affecta chiefly the railroad 
corporations of the state, and of them prin- 
— the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
road. 


It provides that in all actions brought 
against an employer by an employé to re- 
cover damages for injuries, or by his relatives 
to recover in case of death, no contract of 
employment, insurance, relief benefit, pen- 
sion, or indemnity for injuries entered into 
by the employé shall be a bar to the recov- 
ery 


It provides that the fact that the employé 
has accepted such insurance or relief shall 
not be a defense for the corporation, but that 
the employer may have set off against the 
amount of damages awarded any sum which 
has been paid by the employer to the in- 
jured employé or his heirs in case of death. 

The representatives of the Burlington road 
said, while the bill was being considered in 
committee, that its passage would disrupt 
the pension system in vogue on the road, and 
that its employés who were contributors 
to the pension fund were opposed to the bill. 


Claims Employes Were Coerced. 

Mr. King insisted that the employés en- 
gaged in the hazardous work of operating the 
road were practically compelled to join the 
insurance association before they could ob- 
tain employment, and that when they were 
killed or injured if their families accepted the 
amount of insurance due them from the pen- 
sion fund they were barred from attempting 
to recover in the courts the much greater sum 
which a jury might have awarded. If they 
declined to accept the pension or indemnity 
and took the case into court then they sacri- 
ficed the amount rightfully que them from 
the fund. 

The house also passed the bills, originally’ 
introduced by Representative Lederer and re- 
ported out of the judiciary committee as com- 
mittee measures, hitting at the * white 
slave’’ traffic and endeavoring to make it 
less difficult to secureconvictions. One billis 
an amendment to the present law and the 
other is a new act. 

One allows a woman to testify in any prose- 
‘cution brought against a person charged 
with pandering, notwithstanding the fact 
that she may have been married to the ac- 
cused before or after the offense, and pro- 
vides that it shall be no defense that the 
woman was brought into the state from an- 
other state or country. The second bill is 
designed to prevent the detention by debt or 
otherwise of women in disorderly houses.

By Shanahan—Making an appropriation for the 
Illinois Dairymen’s association. 
By Holiday—Providing that in cities of not less 
than 5,000 population or more than 100,000 popu- 
lation a percentage of the money raised by the 
levy of park taxes may be spent during the sum- 
mer months to provide music in the parks. 
Representative Dillon, who introduced the 
bill for the repair of the Grant home, which 
repairs are to include the laying of a side- 
walk, explained that when Grant returned to 
Galena from his successful campaigns the 
possibility of his being a candidate for presi- 
dent was mentioned and he answered 
that all he wanted to be was mayor of Galena.

Senator Jones’ Substitute Made to Read 
8 Instead of 10 Hours.

Springfield, Ill., May 11.—[Special. }—At a 
night meeting of the house education com- 
mittee the Sollitt bill, backed by the.board “a 
education and the Chicago Commercial clab. 
was again taken up for consideration and the 
amendment providing for salaries of $1,000 
a year for the board members, tacked on at @ 
recent meeting, was reconsidered and de- 
feated. 

This amendment had been made at the in- 
sistence of the Federation of Labor in Chi- 
cago and had been opposed by the men back- 
ing the bil. | 

The committee aiso further amended the 
Sollitt bill to provide that the terms of the 
superintendents of the schools and tbe busi- 
ness manager should be only one year. With 
these additional amendments the bill, consM- 
erably c ged from the original draft as 
backed by the commercial club and the board 
of education, was recommended for passage. 

The committee also reported out for pass- 
age Ahe Parker bill providing that seven- 
eighths of the education fund of the schools 
shall be used for no other purpose than the 
payment of salaries of teachers and other 
employés. \ 

This bill was backed by representativesef 
the teachers’ federation with the argument 
that they never could obtain salary increases 
unless the amount to be used for this pur- 
pose were fixed. 

At the instance of John J. Sonsteby a reg- 
lution for the investigation of school leases 
was presented to the committee, which took 
it up in executive session and finally decided 
to postpone action until another meeting. 


Jones Labor Bill Amended. 

Senator Jones’ substitute bill regulating the 
employment of women and, in the form of the 
Oregon law, providing that they shall not pe 
employed in mechanical trades, in factories, 
or in laundries longer than ten hours a day, 
was reported out of the senate judiciary com- 
mittee, but amended so as to read eight 
hours—as was provided in the original meas- 
ure introduced by Mr. Jones. 

The substitiite was fought by the persons 
interested in securing the legislation, and 
Senator Jones said that any person voting 
for the substitute was voting against the in- 
terests of the working women, who wanted 
some restrictive legislation passed. 

It was charged that the substitutien of an 
eight hour bill for the compromise ten hour 
bill was intended merely to make impossible 
the passage of any legislation at all on this 
subject. 

J. Mack Glenn, secretary of the Illinois 
Manufacturers’ association. endeavored to 
question Senator Jones, but was informed 
that questions from him were not desired and 
would not be answered. Nevertheless the 
bill was reported out. 

The original bill provided for eight hours, 
but when Mr. Jones, to make possible its 
passage, attempted to amend the measure to 
read ten hours, his amendment was defeated. 
Nowehis second bill has been amended in 
committee and the only thing pending before 
the senate is legislation proposing eight 
hours. 


Deep Waterway Bill Planned. 

The house committee on’ canal, river im- 
provement, and commerce, which has charge 
of the consideration of the deep waterway 
legislation in the house, wae called on in the 
afternoon by Chairman Smejkal to take up 
the drafting of a deep waterway bill, which 
will probably be introduced in the house as a 
substitute for house bil! S30. 

The bill will cover the plans for a deep 
waterway along the line of federal co- 
operation and is expected to detail the ideas 
gained by the committee in its trips of in- 
spection over the proposed route for the deep 
waterway. . 

Congressman Lorimer was in consultation 
with the members of the committee through 
the afternoon and the Dill is expected to be 
along the lines advocated by him in his 
speech to the house and senate last week on 
the deep waterway question.

WOMAN'S FIGHT A CAUSE. 
Mrs. Carrie Alexander, Trustee,

Sprigfield, IJ, May 11.—{Special.]—The 
University of Illinois’ maintenance appro- 
priations were acted on by the house appro- 
priation committee this afternoon and $1,540,- 
000 was cut out of the requests made by 
President James and tne board of trustees. 
The total which the house will be asked to 


give the university is $2,343,000. 

Inasmuch as the university autHorities 
asked for more than they expected to receive, 
they will not be so downhearted as the depth 


of the cut might indicate. 

The fight which had been made on some 
of the items in the bills, particularly by Mrs. 
Carrie Alexander, one of the trustees, had 
its effect. The committee refused to allow 
the’ appropriation of $150,000 for the equip- 
ment and maintenance of the veterinary col- 
lege which the stockyards firms have prom- 
ised to build and give to the state. 


Claims James Diverted Fund. 
Mrs. Alexander had charged that an ap- 
propriation made for this purpose two years 
ago had been diverted, in part, by President 
James for other purposes, and had protested 
against the making of an appropriation for 
an institution which did not exist. Thecom- 
mittee by its action agreed with her. 
The committee also refused to allow the 
$25,000 which had been asked for increases in 
salaries. 
the inetructors in the univreity were 
numerous and paid in accordance with pre- 
vailing standards in other universities. 
For the amount asked for ordinary ex- 
penses and salaries, not inclusive of the $25.,- 
000 dditional, the committee cut $50,000 a 
year, $500,000 being allowed for each of the 
next two years. This is an increase of $100,- 
000 annually over the appropriations allowed 
for the last two years. 


Allows $10,000 for Books. 

The university had asked for $50.000 for 
additional Hbrary books. The committee de- 
cided to allow $10.000 and the subcommit- 
tee, which had visited the university and re- 
ported on its requirements, declared that 
what was needed was not additional books 
but additional library space. 

A request for $25,000 for the maintenance 
of the law school was cut to $16,500 a year 
and the request for $10,000 for the mainte- 
nance of the chemical laboratory was re- 
fused altogether, the committee deciding that 
this should be maintained out of the ordi- 
nary running fund. 

The graduate school, another of the depart- 

ments which has been attacked, also suffered 
acut. The request for $75,000 was trimmed 
down to $56,000 a year. 
Most of the items in the bills were sub- 
jected to cuts of more or less severity and 
after the committee had taken over $1,500,- 
000 from the measures they were recommend- 
ed out for passage.

Two hours later Hans Peterson, breathijess 
and dressed in his working clothes, was ush- 
ered into the police official's office, having 
made a hurried trip from the Wisconsin city 
on learning of the arrest of his” bride to be.” 

“What did you do with my money, dear?” 
he asked on seeing Miss Cook. “* Surely you 
didn’t mean to leave me 80 soon, for I tried to 
make things pleasant for you, and you know 
it will be only a short time before the tide will 
turn and I will be able to keep you as you 
ought to be kept. Come back to Racine with 
me, and I will not object if you have the han- 
dling of all my salary, which unfortunately is 
only $7.50 a week.”’ 

Gets Photo for Cash.

Director Hans Gregor Hears Voice; 
Makes Flattering Offer.

BERLIN, May 11.—Helen Allyn, the young 
Chicago lyric soprano, is the latest American 
to capture operatic laurels on the German 
stage. She has just been engaged under 
flattering conditions to sing stellar réles at 
the Berlin Opera Comique under the man- 
agement of Director Hans Gregor. 

Miss Allyn has been in Berlin only a few 
weeks studying with Richard Lowe, a promi- 
nent local master. Two weeks ago she was 
heard in a waltz song from Gounod’s “ Ro- 
meo and Juliet"’ at a matinée of Lowe’s 
pupils, and Gregor was so taken with her 
vocal style and fine stage presence that he 
effered her an engagement on the spot.

Another Chicagoan, George Wilbur Reed,

LONE PROTEST IS CAUSE. 


Move the Result of Small Bond- 
holder’s Objection to Ex- 
change Issue Plan. 


- 


Receivership proceedings begun against the 
Germania Miannerchor before Judge Mack 
late yesterday afternoon resulted in the ap- 
pointment of Edward G. Halle as receiver of 
all the property, real and personal, belonging 
to the club. The whole trouble was pre- 
cipitated by a mysterious person named 
Bernard, unknown to the officers and a ma- 
jority of members of the club, who owned a 
$100 bond and brought suit in the Municipal 
court to recover the value of same. 

Plans were progressing nicely for a re- 
funding of the bonds of the club, which came 
due on May 1, and a majority of the bond- 
holders are said to have been egatisfied with 
the arrangement which was made to give 
them new bonds bearing interest at 4 per 
cent in place of the old 5 per cent bonds, when 
the otticers and bondholders’ committee sud- 
denly was confronted with the suit by Mr. 
Bernard. 

Mr. Halle, who was the first president of 
the organization and one of the most active 
members, at once consulted his attorney, 
Julius Goldzier, also a club member, and it 
was decided a receivership was the only way 
out of the difficulty. 


Says It Is Protective Move. 

The building owned by the club and occu- 
pied as a clubhouse is located at Clark street 
and Germania place. It was built in 1888, and 
originally there was a bond issue of $160, - 
000. The bonds were of small denomination. 
and were sold to members of the club, and 
it was stated in the evening by Attorney 
Goldzier that the interest had been paid reg- 
ularly, and $20,000 of the bonds retired. 

“Our plan for refunding the bonds was 
meeting with great success,’’ said Mr. Gold- 
zier, ‘ until this man Bernard, whom nobody 
seems to know, suddenly filed a suit against 
us in the Municipal court. All he has isa 
$100 bond, but as the case comes up tomor- 
row, and as he will undoubtedly get judg- 
ment, which he is entitled to, as the bonds 
are past due, the only way out of the trouble 
was to have a receiver appointed. I don’t 
know what Mr. Bernard’s plans are, but we 
feared he would come in here with his judg- 
ment and levy on our library, which is valu- 
able, and there is no telling how much of our 
property he might cut off to satisfy his judg- 
ment for $100. 

“Most of the bondholders have deposited 
their bonds with the INinois Trust and Sav- 
ings bank, and have signified their willing- 
ness to accept the 4 per ceht bonds instead. 
I must admit there has been bad manage- 
ment of the property in the past, and that 
the sinking fund which was provided for in 
the trust agreement has not been kept up. 
That is the reason for all the trouble now. 

* But of recent years we have had a more 
businesslike management, and the club is 
now in the most prosperous condition in its 
history. We have between 500 and 600 mem- 
bers, and have improved the property 
much.”’ ” 


Bondholders’ Committee Named. 

A bondholders’ committee was appointed 
just prior to May 1, when it became apparent 
the club would not be able to redeem the 
$140,000 outstanding bonds. The proposition 
then was made to refund the bonds on a lower 
interest Wasis, and to create a sinking fund 
that would retire them in ten years. 

Among the members of the club are some 
of the wealthiest Germans in thecity. New 
officers were recently elected, the new presi- 
dent being Dr. Ernst Saurenhaus; treasurer, 
August Roche; and secretary, Car! Eitel. 

It is said that a few years ago the mem- 
bership dwindled down to a point where the 
annual income was only sufficient to main- 
tain the clubhouse and pay the interest on 
the bonds. 

Three or four years ago an extra effort 
was made to revivify the club and many new 
members were taken in. The club was newly 
decorated and many additional features 
added. All of this took money and the sink- 
ing fund suffered. 

“You khow that the panic hit the rich 
people of this and every other city pretty 
hard,’’ said Dr. Saurenhaus in the evening, 
“and our members gid not feel able to re- 
finance the club. I am sure that with the 
receiver in charge we shall be able to work 
out all right. The club is all right.” 


Surprise to the Members. 

Members of the club were greatly excited 
when the notice of the receivership was post- 
ed on the bulletin board at the dinner hour. 
Mr. Halle and his attorney went into Judge 
Mack's court just before 5 o’clock. He was 
appointed receiver and had filed his bond 
within ten minutes. He at once proceeded 
to the clubhouse and posted a notice to that 
effect, which was the first intimation to mem- 
bers that any such proceeding was con- 
templated. 


UNCONSCIOUS INJURED GIRL 
IS IDENTIFIED AT HOSPITAL. 


Steter Recognizes Her as Anna Scopka, 
but Does Not Enow What Fractured 
Her Skull. 


The girl with a fractured skull found un- 
conscious on the car tracks in Ashland ave- 
nue at Forty-third street late Monday night 
was identified yesterday at Provident hos- 
pital by her sister as Anna Scopka.

Gnests at Anniversary Banquet Told of 
Progress of Fund. 


Additional contributions to the Young Men’s 
Christian Association million dollar endow- 
ment fund, amounting to $100,000 and sub- 
scribed since the first of the year, were an- 
nounced at the anniversary banquet in the 
Auditorium hotel last night. 

John V. Farwell, president of the board of 
trustees of the association. pointed out that 
the fund already had reached the figures 
$542,207, more than half that required, and 
within a year from the date when the cam- 
paign for the endowment was begun. 
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Busy Year for Association. 

Every seat at the banquet tables was occu- 
pied when Edward P. Bailey, president of 
the association, delivered introductory re- 
marks complimenting the organization on its 
growth during the last year and pointing out 
achievements in the fifty-nine years of its 
existence. 

Secretary L. Wilbur Messer, making «4 
brief report of the work of the organization 
in all its departments for the year, said a 
north side boys’ club, with a three story 
building as its home, had been organized on 
Fullerton avenue. A dormitory has been 
started on Wilson avenue, which will be 
ready for the occupancy of 160 rooms by 
September of this year. Plans have been 
completed for another dormitory at Milwau- 
kee avenue and Division street and two 
more in other parts of the city are contem- 
plated for the coming year. 

Seven classes in English among foreigners 
have been organized, two association secre- 
taries have been sent to Hongkong and are 
being supported there. During the year the 
associations of the city have enrolled 12,000 
members. 

For the coming year, the secretary said, 
the organization would aim to secure the 
whole of the $1,000,000 endowment, would be- 
gin the construction of two more downtown 
buildings, and would increase its religious 
activities. 


Forgan Criticises Schools. 

Addressing guests at the banquet on the 
subject of what business men require of 
young men, David R. Forgan, president of 
the National City Bank of Chicago, sharply 
criticised the public school system of Chi- 
eago. 

“ Business men require education in the 
young men they seek to employ,” he said. 
* But in providing them with titis the grade, 
gtammar and the high schools of our city 
are deficient. They do not lay enough em- 
phasis on the rudiments. 

“If a boy has not learned to write a letter 
in his Owl’ mother ‘tongue, simply, well 
spelled, and so one can read it easily I dan't 
see what the schools have done for him. 
The three R's are all coyered up with things 
that may be all right In their way, but have 
no place In obstructing the boy's chance to 
learn something about the rudiments. 

*“*I hope that if the Y. M. C. A. begins to do 
educational work among the foreigners that 
you don't teach that abominable system of 
upright penmanship. 

** Business men are pleased to see the edu- 
cational trend toward training for business. 
We have banking and newspaper depart- 
ments in our untversities now. But above all 
the business man demands that the young 
man have character.”’ 


Gen. Grant on Temperance. 


Maj. Gen. Frederick Dent Grant delivered 
an eloquent plea for temperance. 

“Il am not a prohibitionist,” he said. “I 
believe that regulation can accomplish more 
than prohibition at present, but I do belleve 
the individual can be a teetotaler. If you 
will allow me two glasses of champagne and 
one drink of whisky in eighteen years, then 
Ican claim to have practiced what I preach. 

“The reason I urge that in young men is 
because I have found it an invariabie rule 
that where a man drinks but sparingly, only 
getting drunk once in a great while, he al- 
ways ohooses for that periodical jag the 
worst possible time. 

“Then I have a certain feeling toward a 
man that is drunk. I never have been ina 
private residence in Chicago or on the streets 
of the city, or any of the other places in the 
world where I have been, and seen a man 
intoxicated but that I have felt like kicking 
him.”’

Austrians to Investigate. 

In the meantime, representatives of the 
Austro-Hungarian government in the United 
States have taken steps to look up the ante- 
cedents of the Painesville machinist. 

Dr. Otto Graf, acting consul general in 
this city for Austria-Hungary, states the 
photograph of the Painesville man bears a 
resemblance to that of several members of 
the house of Hapsburg. Dr. Graf has for- 
warded to the Austrian embassy at Washing- 
ton a_report of the man’s claims, together 
with a photograph.

According to Washfhgeton dispatches, un- 
usual but suspicious interest was manifested 
at the Austro-Hungarian embassy there over 

- the reported discovery of the archduke. The 
story will be thoroughly investigated, it be- 
ing pointed out that the foreign office at 
Vienna recently issued a circular warning 
the effect that repeated attempts had 
made of late in different parts of the 
world by some person or persons to impose 
upon the ignorance and credulity pf unin- 
formed people by pretending to have been 
connected with the court of Vienna. It was 
insinuated that these attempts were nothing 
more nor less than “ confidence games.”’

Dr. Evans Back to Frame Proper Plea 
to War Department. 


It is understood at the war department 
in Washington that Chicago and Hammond 
have only begun their campaign to require 
the government to|dump its river dredgings 
far enough ‘out in Lake Michigan to prevent 
contamination of their water supply. Gen. 
Marshall, chief of engineers, said yesterday 
that he believed nothing short of an act of 
congress could com the war department 
to ald in the sanftatfon of a city. 

** Should congress pass a law requiring that 
no material should be dumped within eight 
miles of any city on the great lakes, that 
would settle it," he said. ‘‘ Thearmy,would 
be compelled to haul refuse from rivers as 
far as the law. specified. At the present time 
it is only required to dredge and dump as 
economically as possible.” 

It was a determined committee that as- 
sailed the war department on Monday, how- 
ever, and it is known that another onslaught 
will be’made as soon as Secretary Dickinson 
returns from Panama. 

Health Commissioner Evans has returned 
from Washington to prepare a proper appli- 
cation to the war department to dump river 
dredgings eight miles fromthecity. He will 
confer with city officials on an idea advanced 
by Gen. Marshall to the effect that dumpings 
may be deposited back of the breakwater, 
provided the city constructs a bulkheacdand 
provides means for scows to enter.

The real campaign of the Chicago Associa- 
tion of Commerce for its $2,000,000 office 
building and “‘home”’ will be begun with 
a big ‘“ committee dinner” at the Grand 
Pacific hotel tomorrow night. For the pur- 
chase of the White property, opposite the new 
city hall, the proposed site. the purchase 
price of which is $850,000, $1,000,000 is re- 
quired by May 24, when the option expires. 

For the purpose of raising this money the 
membership of the association has been di- 
vided into seventy-eight divisions, and each 
division has a committee of threemen. Over 
every five divisions, and in charge, there- 
fore, of fifté@n mén, isa “captain.” At the 
dinner tomorrow night a table will be as- 
signed to each captain and his five divisions. 
The attendance on the banquet is placed at 
nearly 300 members and guests. 

‘We are not ready to give out the names 
of men who already have subscribed for 
bonds, but subscriptions are coming in in 
considerable amounts, and unsolicited, too,’’ 
said Walter D. Moody. “ When the real 
campaign opens we believe the bonds will go 
with a rush and that the full time until May 
24 will not be required to dispose of them.”’ 

The association will abandon the publica- 
tion of Chicago Commerce, a weekly paper, 
and Greater Chicago, a quarterly magazine. 
This was determined at a meeting of the 
committee on newspapers and magazines on 
the ground that the puDlications are without 
the purpose of the organization.

CAN SELL AS IT CHOOSES. 


New York Court of Appeals Dismisses 
Complaint Against the American To- 
bacco Company and Others. 


Albany, N. Y., May 11.—The Court of Ap- 
peals ,todey affirmed the judgments of the 
courts below in the case of John A. Locker vs. 
the American Tobacco company and others, 
dismissing the complaint. Locker claimed 
the defendant controlled so large a propor- 
tion of the tobacco output that its refusal 
to sell the plaintiff its products destroyed 


his business. 

The opinion of Chief Judge Cullen holds, 
in substance, that whereas a combination of 
‘several persons to withhold these products 
would have constituted an illegal restraint 
of trade, one person or corporation can legal- 
‘ly sell to whom it pleases and that the extent 
‘of its business does not affect §s right.

Woman’s Lawyer Says Gov. De- 
neen Has Asked for State- 
ment of Circumstances. 


Former Judge Abner Smith, who expects 
next Monday or sooner to learn from Gov. 
Deneen and the state board of pardons wheth- 
er he must serve the sentence in the peniten- 
tiary pronounced upon him following his con- 
viction on the charge of aiding in the wreck- 
ing of the Bank of America three years ago, 
was highly indignant Jast night when asked 
whether he had misappropriated the money 
of estates intrusted.to his care. : 

A reporter called upon him to question him 
concerning charges growing out of a notice of 
method of procedure to be used against hfm 
before the governor and the pardon board 
served by Attorneys Darrow, Masters & Wil- 
son, representing Receiver D. D. Healy. 

“Is Mr. Smith in?’ asked the caller. 

“You are talking to Mr. Smith. Who are 
you ané what do you want?” was his re- 
sponse. ' 

“I called to learn what truth there is in 
the charges published this afternoon that 


' you looted three estates.’’ 


“It’s a lie. I have been misrepresented 
and misquoted, but I am sure of my friends

Misuse of Trust Funds Alleged. 

According to the story that came to light in 
the afternoon the former judge was an em- 
bezzler of estates left by the dead. It ac- 
cused the former jurist of converting to his 
own use the sum of $10,000 in trust funds di- 
rectly or $200,000 in trust funds indirectly. 
One of the most serious of the reported ac- 
cusations against him was that while on the 
bench he appropriated for his own use 
moneys left to his care as trustee. 

Papers bearing on the case were served 
upon Mr. Smith in the office of his brother, a 
member of the firm of Smith & Brown, pav- 
ing contractors, 78 La Salle street, at 12:40 
p. m. In substance, it was learned, the notice 
was as follows: ; 

‘* Notice is served upon you that in your 
application for pardon before the board of 
pardons in Springfield, lll., we will present 
documentary evidence that you converted to 
your own use the funds of three estates, 
amounting to $110,000, and that the total 
value of these three estates reached §200,000.”’ 


Three Estates Are Mentioned. 
Estates which Smith is said to have used 
and which the heirs are said to have lost are: 


Estate of Riley Burdette, Lilian Metcalf, heir, 


Buxton estate, filed in the Probate court of Cook 

county Sept. 17, 1900, $30,000. 

te of Charies F. Brown, of which Mrs. Sarah 
J pm wnt 5119 Kimbark avenue, was to have been 
the beneficiary to the extent of $40,000, 

Mrs. Brown was agitated when asked about 
the matter, and said she did not want to dis- 
cuss it. 

Attorney Emil C. Wetten, counsel] for Mrs.

aad widow of Ralph Metcalf, admitted that 
Mrs. Metcalf now is in.Chicage trying to 
straighten out the estate, of which Smith 
was trustee. 

“Mrs. Metcalf lives in Vermont and-came 
to Chicago to help straighten out this tangle,”’ 
said Mr. Wetten. “ At present I do not care 
to say where she is staying. Riley Burdette 
was an organ manufacturer, who died on 
Jan. 28, 1890. Frank R. Chandler, who was a 
personal friend of the family, became ex- 
ecutor, and in 1895 the estate was closed, Mr. 
Chandler being named as trustee.

‘Mr. Chandler became involved financial- 
ly and turned over his trusteeship to Abner 
Smith, who was on the bench at the time. 
When the Bank of America crash came we 
were asked to take up the estate, and I went 
to see Mr. Smith. I concluded that he had 
allowed the affairs of the estate to become 
hopelessly involved with his personal af- 
fairs. We have been unable to disentangle 
the affairs and Mrs. Metcalf is here to aid 
us. I have been asked by Gov. Deneen for 
a statement, but have taken no action as 
yet.” 

Formal notice to Mr. Smith setting forth 
that records from the Probate court of Cook 
county and from the District court of 
Mahaska county, Ia:, will be served upon 
him by the attorneys for the receiver is con- 
sidered generally as an intimation that the 
proceedings before the pardon beard will 
be as sensational as was the session before 
the board at which he obtained the delay in 
the execution of sentence, upon which he is at 
liberty. ; 

The report of Smith to the governor and the 
pardon board, which has been filed at Spring- 
field. declares that instead of profiting, he 
lost $41.700 by reason of his connection with 
the Bank of America, of which he was presi- 
dent.

The president became satisfied, however, 
that the radicals had taken advantage of 
the unwise lenfency of the governmené and 
had progressed to a point where if they were 
not checked they would run the island to 
the exclusion of the executive council and 
would completely nulWfy any attempt at 
supervision by the Washingtaqn government. 


-Want to Feed at Public Crib. 

Instead of a fight for better government 
the whole struggle of the radical Porto Rican 
body has béen to open the way for the ap- 
pointment of more officers and for the dis- 
tribution of more of the public funds. 

As a sample of this fact it is only necessary 

to explain that one of the things the house of 
delegates insisted should be passed in consid< 
eration of their agreeing to the appropriation 
bill was a measure to increase the number 
of municipal judges in the island. No more 
judges were needed at the time and it is ap- 
parent on the slightest examination that this 
bill, which the house of delegates made the 
price of the continuance of the insular gov- 
ernment, had only one political object in 
view, which was to provide a lot of unneces- 
‘sary offices for the dominant party. 
, It was merely in resentment at the failure 
to blackmail the executive council into agree- 
ing to this-measure that the house of dele- 
gates refused to provide funds for the gov- 
ernment, They had made the same*threat 
‘before and unfortunately they had been suc- 
cessful. ; 

Now the limit has been reached and it has 
‘becomie absolutely necessary for congress to 
step in and pass a law providing for the con- 
tinuance of the existing appropriations. This 
is only-returning'to the system which has 
been successful not only in the Philippines 
but even in Hawaii, but it will be a bitter 
blow to the natives in Porto Rico, who have 
become intoxicated with the novel privilege 
of appropriating and spending public money 
for their own business. 


Reforms That Are Likely. 

Congress is quite likely to go farther than 
President Taft suggested. It is possible the 
executive council may be given sole authori- 
ty to raise revenue and appropriate money, 
except in certain specified cases, leaving to 
the council and the house of delegates acting 
jointly as a legislature, the right to pass upon 
all miscellaneous laws. Such a system as 
this may become absolutely necessary be- 
cause some of the Porto Rican officials have 
so little respect for the obligations of their 
oaths of office that they have not hesitated 
personally to embarrass and blackmail the 
insular government. 

This was the case particularly with no less 
a personage than the speaker of. the house 
of delegates himself. An extra session had 
‘been called to authorize the establishment of 
an irrigation system. Both houses had agreed 


upon a measure which, of course, was a.com- 


promise, but was satisfactory-on the whole. 
It was the duty of the speaker of the houee, 
under his oath, to sign the bill, nis signature 
being merely an official certification of the 
fact that the house had acted. The speaker 
by himself refused to sign jhe bill until the 
executive council had agr to pass an en- 
tirely different law, providing for.a liberal 
distribution of offices to the speaker's party. 

Unfortunately for Porto Rico, Gov. Post 
yielded once more and brought enough pres- 
sure to bear on ‘the executive council to com- 
pel the members.to consent to be black- 
mailed in this audacioys manner.

‘“‘T know it to be the case in New England 
that nowadays there is scarcely a tanner or 
hide dealer who is not under the thumb of the 
packers’ trust. There is not a city of 5,000 
inhabitants throughout New England which 
does not have its salaried agent of Armour, 
Morris, or Swift. These agents buy up the 
hides which make their appearance in that 
community, and even gather in the small 
farm supply. It is almost impossible to deal 
in hides nowadays without crossing the lines 
of the packers’ trust.”’ 


FRENCH RATES INCREASED. 

PARIS, May 11.—The senate’s new draft 
of the tariff bill has been made public. In 
addition to concessions affecting the United 
States already published, the maximum duty 
on canned meats has been reduced 25 per 
cent. dncreases in the maximum with re- 
spect to apples, hops, meat extracts, pre- 
served vegetables, cottonseed oil, vaseline, 
iron, steel, machinery, tools, wire, cutlery, 
nails, bicycles, leather, and shoes, in which 
the United States is interested, are generally 
maintained; in some cases they are notably 
high. Hammerless guns are increased from 
$320 to $450 per hundred and other high class 
firearms are treatedina similar manner. The 
duty on stoves and paraffin also has been 
raised.

Both the brothers looked well and appeared 
to be glad to get back. They were accom- 
panied by their sister, Miss Katherine 
Wright, who made three flights at Pau re- 
cently and said she was not a bit scared by 
her experience. 


Contracts Will Keep Them Busy. 

The brothers said they had signed contracts 
enough to keep them busy until they could 
get back to Europe and sign more; that about 
sixty of their aeroplanes were now in ) 
of. construction, and that officials of certain 
European military powers had asked them to 
demonstrate that their flyers can be driven 
safely out of range of rifle, fire. ‘There was 
no information forthcoming as to whether 
contracts had been made with France, Italy, 
Germany, or England. 

The greeting to the Wright brothers at the 
pier in Hoboken was cordial. 

“ Of course we are glad to be home again,”’ 
said Wilbur Wright, “and we appreciate the 
arrangements which have been made for our 
reception. We shall not stay in New York 
over a day, however, but will go on to Day- 
ton, Q., tomorrow afternoon. From there 
we go to Washington to fulfill our contract 
with the government: My brother Orville, I 
expect, will make the tests with the machine 
at .Fort Myem I do not anticipate making 
flights myself while there. In August prob- 
ably we shall return to Europe to carry out 
contracts made with the German govern- 
ment.”’ 


Only One Public Appearance. 


A- big reception and welcome home which 
had been planned by the Aero Club of Amer- 
ica and other societies waa called off today 
at the request of the Wrights. They spent 
the evening quietly and consented to just one 
public appearance at the luncheon arranged 
for tomorrow by the Aero club. In the after- 
noon they will take a train for home, wherea 
reception awaits them. : 

The Wrights will in all probability return 
to Europe late in August. This arrangement 
will prevent their taking part in any exhi- 
bitions on this side in the autumn, such as 
New York and Chicago admirers have been 
planning for them. Their unwillingness to 
consider any proposal to remain here is cited 
as strengthening the rumors that they have 
important engagements with Germany and 
Russia. 


Factor in Wars of Future. 

As*to the future of the aeroplane Mr. 
Wright said: 

We have carried two passengers on. some 
of our trips, and the machine could easily 
be developed to sustain the weight of several 
more persons. But I do not believe that 
the aeroplane will ever be a regular passen- 
ger carrier, as ah ocean liner or a railroad 
train. Its province will be more in the 
nature of a specia! conveyance for the trans. 
portation of a few people.” 

As to the efficacy of the aeroplane in war, 
Mr. Wright declared that military experts 
had told him that the machine and its opera- 
tors would be safe from injury by bullets at 
the height of 1,000 feet. As the aeroplane 
could easily ascend much higher, he consid- 
ered that this fact settled the question of its 
practicability in military operations . 


Changes Fort Myer Plans. 

Washington, D. C., May 11.—Owing to the 
failure of congress to provide funds for the 
construction of. a gas plant and balloon house 
at the Fort Myer aerodrome n. James 
Allen, chief officer of the sign&T corps, has 
been forced to change his plans for the aero- 
nautical triale and tests at Fort Myer this 
summer. This will not interfere with the 
trials of the Wright machine. 
~The army motor balloon No. 1, purchased 
last fall, has been inflated and ready to make 
a flight at Fort Myer for the last week, but 
the insecurity of the circus tent in which it 
is housed at the aerodrome has made it dan- 
gerous to remove the dirigible from the old 
frame house, some distance away.

Scores Emmanuel Movement to Doctors. 

Washington, D. C., May 11.—At the open- 
ing session of the twenty-fourth annual 
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meeting of the Association of American Phy- | 


siclans here today, Dr. Victor C. Vaughan 
of Ann Arbor, Mich., president of the organi- 
gation, in his annual address made asser- 
tions which are regarded as an attack onthe 
Emmanuel movement. 

In the course of his remarks Dr. Vaughan 
gid there was nothing in the dualistic doc- 
trine involving the existence of mind apart 
from and superior to matter. There was 
nothing in the doctrine, he contended, to 
justify the founding of any new cult. 

Taking for his subject ‘““The Physical Basis 
of Life,” Dr. Vaughan said that much had 
been heard of late concerning the influence 
of the mind upon the body. 

That assumption, he said, was as old as 

' the philosophy of Plato. It always had been 
and remained today a dogma without scien- 
tific support, and had led to no scientific fact. 

Every attempt to apply it to the treatment 
of disease, he asserted, had led to the devel- 
opment of conscious or unconscious char- 
latanism,.and resulted in more or less marked 
atavism. 

Medical observation and study, he declared, 
had shown that healthy cerebral function 
was to be found only when the activity of 
the brain was properly influenced Vy normal 
function of all the corelated organs. 

“We know equally,”’ he said, “‘ of the in- 
fluence of the brain on the other organs of 
thebody. Weare fully aware of the fact that 
impulses may be started in the brain through 
any of the five senses that may favorably 
or unfavorably influence the activities of 
the corelated organs. And for centuries the 
medical profession has employed this physio- 
logical principle to the treatment of disease.”’ 
ticipating were the Rt. Rev. James Davis 
of Davenport, bishop of Iowa; the Very Rev.

Defendant Demands a Jury Trial 
to Clear Her Name.

OTHERS DENY THE CHARGE. 


Physician Insists That He Be Allowed 
to Take Part. — 


New York, May 11.—[Specia].]—In explain- 
ing today why she insisted on a trial by jury 
of the suit for divorce brought against her 
by Edwin E. Martin, 418 Lafayette avenue, 
Brooklyn, Mrs. Etta*H. Martin, singer and 
minister's daughter, said her husband was 
all wrong, that most of the men named as co- 
respondents in his affidavit were mere ac- 
quaintances, and that several were taking 
lessons in vocal music from her. She claimed 
that six of them had furnished affidavits 
denying the allegations of her husband, 
which number thirty-five. She says she will 
fight the case to the end. 

Other denials came from the alleged co- 
respondents themselves. Frank G. Morris, 
a lawyer, residing at 28 Herkimer street, ac- 
knowledged he had visited Mrs. Martin's 
apartments in Pacific street, where she had 
gone after the separation from her husband, 
but simply as a matter of kindness on learn- 
ing that the woman, his music teacher, was 
being worried by detectives. 


Physician Gives Vigorous Rebuke. 

Dr. William Woolsey, alleged to be the 
“ Billy"’ familiarly addressed in a rather 
warm limerick and several affectionate let- 
ters, was indignant at the publicity given 
the matter. He lost no time in joining him- 
self in the suit as defending co-respondent. 
The doctor was married recently and hitherto 
had ignored the proceedings. He denied he 
had taken part in an operation said to have 
been performed on Mrs. Martin by Dr. Meek- 
er, another co-respondent, and the latter cor- 
roborated him in this. 

Justice Jaycock handed down a decision 
today framing the questions to be presented 
to the jury. It appears from this decision 
that Mr. Martin asked permission to with- 
draw all the charges against Dr. Meeker, but 
that Dr. Meeker positively refused to per- 
mit the charges to be withdrawn and demand- 
ed vindication through a jury trial. The 
justice sustained Dr. Meeker’s view and has 
refused to permit Martin to withdraw the 
charges against him. 


Pastor’s Son Also Named.

The depo- 
nent, Ella Woods, then in Mrs. Martin’s em- 
ploy as a maid, says that this man, Lem 
Hall, spent nearly every night In the defend- 
ant’s house and that the latter’s mother was 
cunningly induced to cut her visit short in 
order to make room for him. Mrs. Martin’s 
lawyer says he will get a denial from Hall. 


VICTORY FOR PREMIER ~ 
INNEWFOUNDLAND ELECTIONS 
Morris Will Have Twenty-six Members 


of Legislature as Against Ten Sup- 
porters of Bond. 


St. Johns, N, F., May 11—Practically com- 
plete returns tonight from the voting in Sat- 
urday’s election show that the party headed 
by Sir Edward Morris has won an oveér- 
whelming victory and that Premier Morris 
will have twenty-six members of-the tégis- 
lature, as against ten supporters of Sir Rob- 
ert Bond, the former head of the govern- 
ment.

PETERSBURG, May 11.—The settle- 
ment of the cabinet crisis has been received 
with great relief in all circles, excepting the 
reactionary camp... The struggle of the re- 
actionaries to oust Premier Stolypin has re- 
sulted in only partial victory, while the pre- 
mier won the final honors in getting his 
majesty to sign the imperial rescript drafted 
by himself.

PREMIER IS DENOUNCED. 


Stormy Debate in Chamber of 
Deputies, Crisis Being 
Declared Grave. 


PARIS, May 11.—The chamber of deputies, 
after a stormy session of four hours today, 
adjourned the debate on the interpellations 
on the postal situation until May 13. 

The response of the postal employés was 
quick and decisive. Within half an hour the 
federal committee had issued an order for a 
general strike, and the railway mail clerks 
walked out in a body. 

An hour later a meeting of 6,000 postal em- 
ployés at the Hippodrome unanimously voted 
to strike. There was no great enthusiasm 
shown, but determination and resolution to 


force the hand of the government were ap- 
parent. 


Strike Leader States Issue. 

“The government is playing for time; we 
must not be caught napping,’’ was the spirit 
of the meeting as expressed by Pauron, a dis- 
missed postman and one of the most active 
organizers, of the movement. 

During the debate in the chamher MM. 
Sembat and Willm, Socialists, defended the 
position of the strikers. affirming their 
right to organize themselves into a syndicate 
as the only way of redressing their griev- 
ances, and charging the government with 
failure to keep its promises at the conclusion 
of the previous strike, especially with re- 
gard to the retirement of M. Simyan, under 
secretary of posts and telegraphs. 

M. Deschanel considered the crisis grave. 
He laid the responsibility for the present 
situation largely on ‘“ parliamentarism,” 
which he said was working in a vicious cir- 
cle, and he considered that the only remedy 
would be the introduction of rea! eivil serv- 
ice, based on merit; toend favoritism and the 
spoils system, 


Government Firm in Attitude. 

M. Barthou, minister of public works, the 
government’s only spokesman, insisted that 
neither he nor Premier Clemenceau had 
Promised Secretary Simyan’'s dismissal. He 
produced the official journal as proof of what 
he had said. The minister reaffirmed the gov- 
ernment’s unalterable opposition to conced- 
ing the right of state employés to form a syn- 
dicate, as there was no analogy between their 
case and that of ordinary workmen, who are 
not protected against stoppage of work and 
are not guaranteed promotion and pensions 
in old age. 

“If parliament asks us to reverse our atti- 
tude,”’ continued M. Barthou, ** we. will retire 
and leave to others the abdication which 
would be a morta! blow to the imprescriptible 
rights that parilament holds from the nation 
and to the essential, vital, and permanent 
interests of the nation itself.’’ 


Violently Denounces Premier. 

Towards the close of the meeting of the 
federal committee the speakers became more 
and more excited in their denunciation of the 
government, A caricature of M. Clemenceau 
was carried into the hall amid hoots and 
jeers, and the premier was denounced !n vio- 
lent terms. 

** You are fighting for liberty of opinion and 
liberty of association,’’ shouted M. Pauron, 
‘*and you must not resume work until you 
have obtained the right to unite as a syndi- 
cate.”’ 

A permanent strike and branch committees 
were created and delegates were dispatched 
to the provinces to pursue an active propa- 
ganda to make the strike complete. 

The president of the committee declared 
that tomorrow not a letter must leave Paris. 

The Paris chamber of commerce tonight 
sent out a letter to all chambers of com- 
merce in France with instructions relative 
to a scheme for a business letter service, 
which is to be carried out in event of the rail- 
roads failing. by means of automobiles. The 
prefects of the various departments already 
have arranged for these. 


VIENNA M. 0. VENTURE FAILS. 


Omnibus Service Causes Loss of Two 
Hundred Thousand Dollars to City 
in First Year of Its Use.

VIENNA, May 11.—The municipal omnibus 
service has caused a loss of $200,000 during 
its first year, according to figures which 
were made public today. This is the latest 
of the many attempts ‘in which the city coun- 
cil has failed when it has entered the busi- 
nese field.

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FATAL CLASH ON CANAL ZONE 


Two Workers Killed During Bat- 
tle with Panama Officers. 


LATTER HAD BEEN ABUSED. 


Crossing of the Line Into American 
Land Cause of Trouble. 


COLON, May 11.—In a conflict which or- 
curred last night between Panaman police 
and employés of the canal zone, near the di- 
viding line, C. M. Abbott, an electrician in 
the power house at Cristobal, an American, 
and a colored man, also am American, were 
killed. 

The police yesterday crossed the zone at 
Cristobal to arrest an escaped prisoner. They 
were mobbed and finally arrested by the zone 
police for disturbance. Last night a number 
of Panaman police, armed with rifles, pro- 
ceeded toward the zone to find those who 
had maltreated their comrades. They came 
into collision- with the canal workers. Elec- 
trician Abbott was killed by a blow on the 
head. 

The riot became so threatening that all 
places of business were quickly closed. 


UPRISING AGAINST THE TURK 
BY ALBANIANS AT USKUP. 


Hundreds of Men Said to Have Been 
Involved in Movement—Club Re- 
ported as Burned. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 11.—There are 
rumors here of a rising of Albanians at 
Uskup, about 100 miles from Saloniki. Ac- 
cording to the reports, 450 men of the gar- 
rison have organized a movement against 
the Young Turk. The Young Turk club at 
Uskup has been burned. 


Marash District Laid Waste. 
BEIRUT, Asiatic Turkey, May 11.—The re- 
cent rioting in the vicinity of Marash has 
laid waste that entire district. Marash it- 
self was spared, although a few persons 
there were killed, but within sixty miles to 
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the southwest a total of sixteen villages with | 
a population of 8,000 have been wiped out. 

The only survivors are boys under ten and 
old women. The girls were carried away 
and the men killed. Telegraphic reports re- 
ceived today declare that the hungry and 
naked number 14,000. Immediate relief is 
required. . 

The interior districts are still far from 
settled and from all directions the most 
heartrending accounts and appeals are being 
received here. 


ACTOR SAYS HE IS “ROGUE.” 


Summoned for English Jury Service 
Cites an Old Act of Parliament 
Never Repealed. 


LONDON, England, May 11. — An actor 
who was summoned today to serve on a jury 
made the successful plea that under the law 
he was a “rouge and a vagabond,” and, 
therefore, ineligible. 

In support of his contention he produced 
an old act of parliament which never has been 
repealed. The surprised judge hastily pe- 
rused this act, and had to admit that the 
actor was not qualified to sit on a jury. 


The index of the acts of parliament shows 
no such law. There were, however, passed 
in 1556, and again in 1572, statutes which de- 
clared that, unless actors ceased from stroll-. 
ing about the country without the license of 
at least two justices, they would be treated 
as “rogues and vagabonds.”’

Workmen Hurrying Home 
Crowd Into Launch and 
Drown in Ohio River. 


ONE SAVES EIGHT LIVES. 


Resident Near Scene Tows Swim- 
ming. Survivors Ashore 
Clinging to Skiff. 


DROWNINGS OF THE YEAR............-150 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 11.—[Special.}—Twen- ,; 
ty-one lives were lost today in the Ohio river ; 


off Schoenville, four miles below Pittsburg, 
by the overcrowding of a launch. 

Thirty men were in the boat when it went 
down, but one swam ashore and John Deer, 
who lived on the river bank, rowed out in a 
skiff and saved eight men who had kept 
afloat. 

Deer put as many men as he dared into 
his boat and the others clung to the sides 
and were rowed ashore. Among those lost 
was Albert Graham, pilot and part owner 
of the launch. 

All the men were employés of the Pressed 
Steel Car company at the McKees Rocks 
plant. The men had been working overtime 
until 8 o'clock and soon after left the works 
to cross the rivef in the launch. 


Too Many Persons in Boat. 


The boat is said to have been intended for 
not over twenty persons, and it is said it was 
dangerous to attempt to carry as mahy as 
twenty-five in it. But all the men wanted to 
get across the river on the first trip of the 
boat and thirty of them crowded in. 

As the men started out in the boat one of 
them is said to have remarked that it seemed 
to him to be overcrowded and he feared it 
was not safe to attempt thetripinit. Albert 
Graham, the pilot, is said to have replied that 
it was safe enough all right, as he had had 
twenty-seven persons in it last night. 

No more was said about the load, but when 
the boat reached the middle of the stream, 
where the water is perhaps twenty feet deep, 
the boat suddenly sank. 


Sank from Great Weight. 


There was no explosion, no leak was 
sprung, but the boat simply sank beneath the 
weight it had been bearing and went to the 
bottom. As it sank it caused a suction which 
took many of the men down with it. Others 
attempted to swim ashore, but were chilled 
by the cold water and became exhausted 
before reaching the shore.

H. Wilson said the same thing. He is satis- 
fed from the annual examination of the 
company’s books by the city’s auditors that 
the concern is dealing fairly with the public. 


Figures Cited by Controller. 

Mr. Wilson produced the records showing 
that the company last June paid the city 
$205,220, which is the 3 per cent provided by 

. ordinance on gross receipts for the year end- 
ing on May 31, 1908, amounting to $6,840,673. 
This compensation comprehends 3 per cent 
ef the Commonwealth Electric company’s 
gross receipts for the whole year and 3 per 
cent of the Edison business from Sept. 17, 
197, when that concern was consolidated 
with the Commonwealth. 

“The sworn statement of the company to 
the New York stock exchange,”’ said Mr 

’ Sidder, “puts the gross receipts for the 
year ending on Sept. 30, 1908, at $9,500,908. 
Comparing this with the figures given the 
elty shows a discrepancy of nearly $3,000,000 
representing the Edison business for two 
months. At that rate the combined con- 
cerns are doing a $20,000,000 a year busi- 
ness,” 

The company’s Officials said this apparent 
discrepancy was explained by the fact that 
the city’s figures were for a different period 
and included only part of a year. 

Mr. Sidder also charged that the company 
was not paying the required 10 per cent for 
leased wires. The controller's report shows 
that it paid $340.85 for leased wires. 


After the Fairbank Taxes. 

Acting on the resolution of Ald. Koralesk! 
the council committee on judiciary instructed 
Corporation Counsel Brundage to “ use all 
possible diligence to collect taxes due from 
Kellogg Fairbank and the Fairbank estate 
and all other persons and corporations.” Ald. 
Koraleski was criticised in the recent cam- 
paign by the Municipal Voters league, of 
which Mr. Fairbank is secretary. The alder- 
man came back with the criticism that he 
had been judged by a man who dodged 


taxes. 


The committee recommended an amend- 
ment to the firearms ordinance providing that 
a dealer at his own risk may sell a deadly 
weapon to a citizen, but shall report the sale 
within twenty-four hours to the bureau of 
arms. The city reserves the right to deprive 
the purchaser of the weapon if he turns out 
to be a disreputable character.

Retirement of four police sergeants was 
recommended by the retiring board in its 
report to Chief of Police Shippy. Those 
found physically unfit are Michael Muldoon, 
Matthew Regan, Patrick H. Powers. and 
Patrick H. Ward. In thé cases of George 
M. Euson and John J. Kelly, the report rec- 
ommends that their final examinations be 
deferred six months on account of recent 
severe illness. Michael J. Begley did not 
appear for examination. 

Five sergeants announced to the retiring 
beard their intention of retiring without un- 
dergoing examination. They are Peter 
Foley, Herman M. Meyer, Patrick Conway, 
Emil Galle, John K. Soller. 

The ordinance requiring awnings to be 
placed at least eight feet above the side- 
walk was recommended for passage. Awn- 
ings already in position and less than eight 
feet above the sidewalks must be removed 
within five days after notice is given by the 
commissioner of public works.

Many Ask, ‘‘Will Mrs. Gross, ‘Present 
Regent, Euter Race Tomorrow ?’’ 


“No, there’s no politics about it—just a 
little friendly controversy,” said a Daughter 
of the American Revolution yesterday, re- 
ferring to the election of officers for the com- 
ing year for the local chapter to be hela 
tomorrow afternoon. 

“No, there’s no politics about it,” reiter- 
ated a friend, thoughtfully. ‘ Whéther or 
not our condidates win depends entirely on 
how many of our voters come and how many 
stay at home.

It was a straight- 
forward business meeting and not until later 
when the various candidates and their vari- 
ous friends came together did the election 
news enter for its cue. 

For several weeks the members of the 
organization have been puzzled about the 
coming annual meeting. Heretofore the 
candidates have been pretty clearly defined 


|}and each one knew where she stood. Here- 


tofore also the nominations for the ticket 
preceded the election balloting, but now, 
having no regularly nominated ticket on 
which to test electioneering, any member 
may nominate any friend for office from the 
floor and so.turn the tide at the last mo- 
ment. 


Mrs. Grom Has Word to Say. 

Much of the exciterrent has hinged on the 
decision of the present regent, Mrs. J. Ells- 
worth Gross, as to whether or not she would 
be a candidate for re@lection. During the 
last week it got noised about that Mrs. Gross 
expected to head a second ticket, and thus 
establish a precedent heretofore unheard of, 
or at least for many years. Whether Mrs. 
Gross enjoyed keeping her opponents on an 
uneasy seat or whether the rumor had foun- 
dation is not decided. Mrs. Gross when ques- 
tioned during the day said emphatically: 

“I will not be a candidate. No, there is 
to be no second ticket, We have had a 
perfectly beautiful year and I have kept out 
of the politics at this time, strictly believing 
that was my only dignified stand. I positive- 
ly am not to run again.” 

Mrs. Samuel Earle, whom rumor declared 
would be the candidate for second vice pres- 
ident on Mrs. Gross’ ticket, had this to say: 

‘** No, I will not be a candidate. I did in- 
tend to be, In fact I was a candidate, but that 
was when we thought Mrs. Gross was to be 
a candidate for reélection. I was to have 
run on her ticket. Now that she is not to 
run I have withdrawn in favor of Mrs. G. 
Ellwood MacGrew. who is the only other 
candidate for the office.’”’ 

So whether or not there was to have been 
two tickets throughout the Daughters dis- 
agree. But at any rate the women who were 
to have formed the second ticket evidently 
have thought it better to change the plan.

ALIEN CORPORATIONS MAY SUE. 


Judge Decides There Is Nothing in 
Act of 1905 to Bar Them from 
Illinois Courts. 


Basing his action on the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United States, 
Superior Judge Ball yesterday decided that 


there were conditions under which corpora- | 


tions not domiciled or organized within tbe 
borders of Illinois may do business within 
the state despite the Illinois act of 1905 as to 
foreign corporations. 

Judge Ball declared that the comity: be- 
tween the states under the amendment priv- 
ileged an outside corporation to use the ma- 
chinery of the Illinois courts to collect debts. 
He decided also that such corporations may 
send sales agents into Illinois to dispose of 
their wares. 

The court’s decision was given in a suit for 
$550 brought by the Ohlemacher Brick com- 
pany of Michigan City, Ind., against C. L. 
McCall, mason contractor, and William A. 
Waite, for whom McCall built a house with 
brick supplied by the complainant company.

Niece of Gen. Logan Testifies 


Army Officer Was “Irrita- 


, ble, Cross, Nagging. 
TELLS OF LIFE IN HOME. 


Cousin Declares Wife Was Pa- 
tient, but Crished by Worry 
and in ‘“‘Wretched Health.” 


a “ 

Col. William F. Tucker, U. 8S, A., retired, 
was “irritable, cross, and nagging and he 
drank constantly and his drinking in- 
creased,” according to a deposition of Mrs. 
N. B. Payne in the suit for separate main- 
tenance of his wife, Dolly Logan Tucker, 
daughter of Gen. John A. Logan. 

**He always was under the influence of 
liquor,’’ continues the deposition, which was 
taken in New York on May 3 and filed here 


yesterday. 

‘‘ He would stagger around as most intoxi- 
cated men do and said most extraordinary 
things at times and sometimes was so under 
the influence of liquor that he had to He 
down.” 

Mrs. Payne; who is a niece of Gen. Logan 
and a cousin of Mrs, Tucker, testified that she 
first went to live with the Tuckers in St. 
Paul in October, 1897. Shesaid they all went 
to Washington in March, 1898, and that Col. 
Tucker drank most of the time from then 
until May. 

“Describe the conduct of Col. and Mrs. 
Tucker toward each other in their daily life 
in 1896,’’ she was asked. 

“Their relations were amicable,” she re- 
plied. “Mrs. Tucker was unhappy because 
of Col. Tucker’s constant drinking and irri- 
table disposition.” 


Mrs. Tucker “Went All to Pieces.” 

‘“‘Do you remember any specific occasion 
when his drinking was noticeable?’ 

“Yes. In St. Paul in 1898. Either in the 
latter part of January or the first of Febru- 
ary, one evening Col. Tucker came home 
about dinner time in such a maudlin state 
that Mrs. Tucker went all to pieces. Not- 
withstanding that the weather was cold, she 
went out on the porch and to my knowledge 
cried for at least an hour or more because 
of this thing. I went out and brought Mrs. 
Tucker in and then we had a most uncom- 
fortable dinner.” 

“ When did Col. Tucker go to Alaska?” 

“In June, 1900.” 

‘What was the condition of health of Mrs. 
Tucker's mother at that time?” 

“We all thought she never would recover.”’ 

“When did you next see Col. Tucker after 
he left for Alaska?’ 

‘“‘ About December, 1902.”’ 

Mrs. Payne stated that she lived again 
with the Tuckers from October, 1 , when 
they returned from the Philippines with the 
body of their son, until January, 1906, when 
the colonel went back to the islands. 


Wife “‘Wretched and Miserable.” 

She said Col. Tucker's health seemed good, 
but that he drank more than ever, was 
thoughtless and inconsiderate of his wife. 
and spent much of his time away from home. 
Mrs. Tucker, she said, was in “ wretched 
health and perfectly miserable.” 

Witness declared she had not seen Col. 
Tucker since his return from the Philippines 
in April, 1907, but that she had lived with his 
wife until her own marriage in November, 
1908. She said she never heard of Col. Tucker 
speaking in disparaging terms of his wife 
to other people. While he always was ir- 
ritable: in the mornings, she said, he hever 
was so before strangers. 

On cross examination Mrs. Payne asserted 
that Mrs. Tucker never was irritable or 
cross at any time; that she was patient with 
her husband and was ‘almost crushed to 
death.”’ 

She vigorously denied that her cousin ever 
went driving with other men and declared 
she never had heard the colonel remonstrate 
with his wife for driving with other men in 
Chicago. She never had heard Mrs. Tucker 
declare that she intended to get a divorce.

Education Board Insists Pub- 
| lishers Treat Chicago Fairly. 


REQUIRES A SURETY BOND. |

Provision That This City Must Have 
Benefit of Lowest Rate.

The Chicago board of education yesterday 
took the first step toward dictating the prices 
that shall be charged for text books used in 
the Ghicago elementary schools. 

Business Manager John A. Guilford ad- 
vertised for text books to replace the Tarr 
& McMurry geographies, published by the 
Macmillan company, and the Modern Music 
series, published by Silver, Burdett & Co., 
the board fixing the maximum prices to be 
charged and requiring a bond from the suc- 
cessful bidders to give Chicago as low prices 
as any other city or state. 

All bids must be received by 12 o’clock 
noon next Saturday, and the board reserves 
the right to reject any or allbids. The speci- 
fications which will be sent to bidders on re- 
quest contain, among others, the following 
provisions: 

Bidders must submit with their proposals, 
for use as samples, two copies of each of the 
a on which quotations are submitted. 

Th8 quotations submitted must embrace 
rates to the board of education, rates to 
pupils, exchange rates to the board of edu- 
cation, and exchange rates to pupils. 


Must Give Chicago Lowest Rate. 

In the event of the books being sold at low- 
er rates elsewhere the Chicago contract rates 
will reduce automatically to correspond with 
such lower rates. 

In the event of a book of the same name, 
but slightly different in character, style, 
ete., being sold or offered at a Jower rate, the 
board shall have the right to adopt the 
changed edition of the book at the lower 
rate as a substitute for the contract book. 

Quotations are asked on the following 
mentioned text hooks for use in the elemen- 
tary schools: 

Introductory geography—The Price to pupils not 
to exceed 30 cents. 

Complete geography—The price to pupils not to 
exceed 75 cents. 

A series of song books. 

The quotations submitted are to cover 
free delivery by the contractor of such 
books as may be ordered by the board direct 
to the board of education supply department. 

Upon the acceptance of any proposal the 
board or the committee calling therefor shall 
have’ the right to secure from the party or 
parties who made the proposal a reasonable 
and satisfactory bond to secure the faithful 
compliance with the terms of the proposal 
and full performance thereof. If the pro- 
posal is for $5,000, or over, said bond must 
be an approved surety company bond, the 
cost of same to be paid by the contractor.”’ 


Cooley’s Plan in Qperation. 

A plan originated by former Supt. Edwin 
G. Cooley to organize the principals of the 
public schools into subcommittees to inspect 
various departments of work in the schools 
has heen in operation for several months. 
The first intimation that the subcommittees 
are really at work was given out from the 
superintengen's office yesterday.

Poor Equipment; Fine Record. 

Inadequate as is the equipment of the pres- 
ent hospital, Dr. De Lee has had only one 
ease of septic poisoning in thirteen years, 
and the mortality record has been less than 
eight-one hundredths of l per cent. Accord- 
ing to physicians, the educational work of 
the enterprise has been almost inestimable to 
nurses and to patients, as well as the doctors 
themselves. 

Except in two institutions here obstetrical 
practice and nursing are not taught, and doc- 
tors and nurses alike get their first experi- 
ence in this branch of the work when on their 
fret case. Mothers are sometimes made in- 
yalids forever by ignorance on their own part. 
This the initiative of the institution Nas gone 
g long way to overcome, 

In larger quarters in a part ofthecity bullt 
up with apartments for occupants of moder- 
ate circumstances, it is said, the scope of the 
activity willbe great. The dispeneary as now 
will remain on Maxwell street and provide 
for the really poor popujation.
